GERMANY AND TURKEY. 



Plot Between Germans and Cer- 
tain Turks Brought Turkey 

Into the War. 

\. 

The political situation in Turkey 
when war broke out and the alliance 
between the Qcrmans and the Turks 
waa taken up yesterday by Dr. C. W. 
Colby, in his lecture in the "ISurope 
at War" series at the Royal Victoria 
College. Only those who had given 
attention to the policy of Turkey In 
regard to foreign powers devoted 
much thought to the entrance of the 
ottoman Into the war. The lecturer 
gave It aa hia opinion that the reason 
the Turks did enter the war waa be- 
rsuse Enver Pasha, "as great a ras- 
cal as any unhung," believed this waa 
the last chance the co\intry would 
have to re-establish Its position. This 
was proliably the rrason why the 
Turks decided to depart from their po- 
sition of neutnillly, liowrver suicidal 
their action may have been. After 
the first italkan war. the Turks were 
In a sorry plight, but their recovery 
at Adrlanopte when Bulgaria waa 
fighting her former allies restored 
their spirits. Enver** exploit In re- 
gaining a district and a city at this 
time may have also been a reason 
for his entrance Into the war. 

When war broke out the Qoeben. 
one of the two fastest cruisers of the 
German navy, was off the coast of 
Alprlers, acenmpanled by the smaller 
boat, the Breslau. After shelling some 
cities of Algiers and Tunis, the two 
vessels made for the straits of Mes- 
sina. boinK driven hark from Glht.il- 
tnr by siiprrior rtritlsh ships. Kvad- 
Ing the British fleet by the know- 
ledge, Rn It has hern nlleered, of the

Ah u result of a victory by Science 
over the .Medical team, there will have 
to be a play-off in the intcr-faoully 
series between Medicine and Science. 
With the best lineman on the train, 
Ureuuwiiud, abBi.nl on account of the 
llineua of his muthcr, the Medielne 
organization were unable to coiitinae 
their run of viclorica, and .-«uirendered 
to Science by the close score of 0 to û. 
The weather did not make the play asi 
slow, as was expected, but, on llie 
other hand, there was lots ujC pup 
shown by both Veaihs, and particu- 
larly by the Science men,' who some 
thought had no chance against the 
heretofore unbeaten Meda. The team 
that represented Science was practic- 
ally the same as that which they start- 
ed out the season with, but the Im- 
provement which confidence has made 
In them waa remaikalde. The field had 
about two Inches of .snow on It, liut 
this had practically no effect on 'he 
quality of the playing, aa the ball was 
handled well and very few men full 
while carrying the hall. 

The entire Science team played 
well, the lino holding the .Meds. far 
better than in the prevlou.s encounter, 
and the backs gettinB the .Med. run- 
ners in great fashion. The kicking of 
Scott was a big factor, ills kicks 
were hi^h and travelled well, letting 
the men get down under them and 
thus forcing the Meds. down in their 
tracks. Parke played what was a 
much cleverer game than heretofore. 
Hia 40-yard run in the third quarter 
waa the opening of the way to the 
Science team's touchdown. With oniy 
2S yards to go, Scott k'cked, and 
the ball went well over the Med. goal 
line, where the Med, backs lost it.

The metallurgist was called upon to 
produce on a commercial scale, metals 
and alloys of a predetermined stand- 
ard of purity and percentage con- 
tents. Many and varied were the

1 different treatment. The success- 
ful metallurKist, In addition to hav- 
ing a thorouKh knowledge of metals, 
ihould nlHo have workinR experience, 
tnd understand the difficulties which 
the laborer met. 

A number of uaefiil hlnta were giv- 
en In the choice of a furnace, and what 
to look out for. The radiation py- 
rometer. In connection with furnaces, 
here came In for con.sideratlon. This 
type of pyrometer wsh exceedingly 
satisfactory, very much simpler to 
operate, and possepsed an accuracy 
luite as Rood as the thermo-plle py- 
rometer.

Balkan War. The lecturer gave some 
account of the career nf "one of the 
moat picturesque rasciilH now lIvInK, 
Enver I'ash.T, whoHe only possible ri- 
val amoiiK the feoundrels and rnscal 
of fclouth-Kaalerii Kuriipe" Is Fssad 
Pasha nf Albania. The plot between 
Germany and lOnvers p.irty had so 
far (levp|i>ppd at the time "f the lw< 
Gennnn warships In the Husphnnis 
that they were promptly purchased by 
the Turkish fiovernment. The reten- 
tion of the German offirera and men 
on the boats was a violation of neu- 
trnllty against Which the British Am- 
bassador protested. The development 
of the action following the arrival nf 
the German warships can be seen from 
the British Wblte Book. The Turk- 
ish mobilisation Immediately after the 
declaration of war between Germany 
and Great Britain was defended by 
the Turks on the prround of fear of a 
BulRnriun invasion and nf RussIVs 
ambitions. The Herman military mis- 
sion in Constantinople wns classed as 
a brnneli of the Turkish service, and 
slnre lis services bail been offered, 
even though Oermnny was at war, It 
would have been "uiiKrneloiiB" for the 
Porte not lo biive accepted the offer 
made .In •'surb Rood faltb and real 
kindness." How rldlrulnus the Turk- 
ish statement with resard to ItulKurla 
was may be seen from the fart that 
niilfcarla was already in the pint with 
Germany, although Great Britain at 
this time did not have definite proof 
nf that fact. The acquisition of tne 
Giieben and the Breslau etrengthened 
n no uneartain manner the hand uf 
Enver. Not only could they be used 
against tha Rosafana In the Black Sea, 
but also their guns would he handy as 
a means of terrorizing the Anglophile 
party In Constantinnple Itself. Indeed 
Is the belief of many that Knver 
would have lacked snffirlent strenBth 
to swing Turkey Into war bail it not 
been for the presence of the warships. 

On the 29th of October, Turkey en- 
tered the war after the Ooeben and 
the Ilresiau had "Kone buccaneering" 
In the Hlack Sea and bombarded some 
of the towns In the vicinity of fidessn. 
War could not now be avoided. 'The 
Turk." said Dr. Colby, "had inmmll- 
tod himself to a rnurse of aetion 
which will have the effect of Klvlnsr 
him his coup de grace after a man- 
ner peculiarly fitting. Having risen 
by the Bwerd and ruled by the sword 
despotically, wantonly, atupidly, crim- 
inally, for five eentnriea. be fs now 
destined. In our own time, to perUdb 
by the sword." 

Dr. Colby closed bis l.>rture with a 
treatment i<t the Turkish Revolution 
of I90X. maklnn sperlal reference tu 
the disappointment that waa cauaed 
In Franca and Bngland by Ita fail- 
ure.

The Uev. K. (i. Krost, one of the 
volunteers from Kmmnnuvl Collège 
Saskatoon, ami a native of Kssex, 
Kngland, won the coveted Victoria 
Cross on the tinttleflelds of Klanders. 
At the time of his enlistment he was 
taking his final year In Arts. Em- 
manuel College has sent 76 per cent, 
of Its students to the front. 



The R. V, C. had the pleasure of 
the company of a very distinguished 
guest last night In the person of 
Miss Kathleen Burke, who is on a 
mission In this country to collect 
funds for the Scottish Women's Hos- 
pitals. These hospitals were tounded 
by the Women's Suffrage Association 
of Scotland, and are kept UP by the 
co-operation ot all women suffragists 
In tlreat Hritaln. There are two ot 
these luispttals in France, one in I'etro- 
grad, und one In Corsica fur Serbian 
riifugees. 

Miss Uurke was in Verdun Just be- 
fore slie came to this country, and 
she spoke to the resident students, 
quite informally, about her expériences 
there. She went to a. banquet which 
was given for her in the citadel by 
the French generals, und all the time 
one coiild licar tlie roar of the guns. 
.Miss Uurke .«jiuke of the wonderful 
slnipllcity ot the great (ienerals .loffie. 
and I'etalti, und ot the feeling ot coni- 
ra(h>ship that exists between them and 
their men. 

tihe tulil how Joffre won his name, 
"le perc Joffre." One day at the be- 
ginning of the war, he was bUUlIng 
good-bye to four young aviators who 
had been chosen for a mission which 
meant certain death. After receiving 
their orders the young men saluted 
and turned to Jeave the room. But 
Joffre called after them, "Walt, my 
Children, do sons ever leave their fa- 
ther without kissing him good-bye." 

Miss Burke also spoke ot the per- 
fect resignation of the "poilu." He is 
indeed a philosopher, his philosophy 
being "Why worry?" His philosophy 
runs something like tho following: 
When you are mobilised, one of two 
things Is certain, either you will be 
sent to the front or you will not be 
sent to the front., If you are not sent 
to the front, why worry? If you are 
sent to, the front, one of two things 
Is certain, either you will be in dn-i- 
ger or you will not be In danger. If 
you are not in danger, why worry? 
If you are in danger, one of two things 
Is certain, either you will be woiind- 
i d or you will not be wounded, if you 
are not wounded, why worry? If you 
are wounded, one of two things is 
certain. Klther you will recover or 
vou will die. If you recover, why 
worry? If you die, you can't worry." 

It is this same resignation which led 
a "poilu" in the trenches at 'Verdun 
to say to Miss Uurke, "Ah, It Is not so 
had here, only a little monotonous, but 
not so bad. Now, In the ordinary 
course ot events I should be at the 
sea-side with my mother-in-law!" 

These men have not lost their gal- 
lantry through the terrible experi- 
ences they have had. One soldier to 
whom Miss Burke was speaking, was 
telling her how his company had been 
tlve months at Verdun, ond how it 
never failed to take the trenches it 
was ordered to attack. .Miss Uurke 
remarked that he must be proii<l of 
his company, to which he ri i>iled with 
a bow. "Tes, I am happy to be in my 
company, but I am more bapi>y to be 
in yours." 

Miss Burke also spoke of the wo- 
men of France, how they all, young 
and old, are working for the great 
cause, carrying on the men's work 
and caring for the wounded and the 
children, for the children are p'rance's 
greatest asset. The.se women are never 
discouraged, they must keep a smil- 
ing face to encourage the men when 
they are discouraged. 

In closing Miss Burke told of how 
n French officer said to her that the 
Knglish need not mind the German 
•Cott Strafe England," for they can 
reply, "Ypres, Ypres, Hoorah," 



At last nicbt'a maetinr ot the fUa- 
turical Club two extremely interesting 
papers were read. Alter H. C. Irv- 
ing, .'17, who occupied the chair In 
the absence ot the President, called 
the meeting to order, a short business 
session was held. 

G. F. Urosjeun presented the first 
paper. His subject, which he treated 
with great feeing, was that ot Jeanne 
d'Arc. In his opening sentences, the 
speaker spoke of France us a country 
which bell«'ves itself to be immortal — 
u land which has recovered from the 
severest blow with celerity which a 
tounded the nations. Typifying the 
whole national character, there stands 
out one person — Jeanne d'Arc. 

Mr, Grusjean then sketched the 
early life ot the maid. He allowed that 
up to the age of 11 she was a normal 
country girl. 'When she received In 
spiratlon, through her visions, her 
whole being bec»une changed. The 
simple country girl was enabled to 
achieve the Impossible, to save her 
ct>untry from the invaders. With 
noble heroism and perseverance she 
overcame obstacles, leod armies, and 
at last had the satisfaction of seeln 
her king crowned at Rhelmes. The 
speaker laid s|)ecia. emphasis on the 
fact that throughout her life she dis 
played the womanly (luulltles of mer- 
cy and compa-iislon. 

The remainder of the paper dealt 
with the capture, trial and execution 
of the Maid. Kbe liled when only 19, a 
martyr to 'her faith. Hut her spirit 
lives on. The churcli that condemned 
her OS a witch has made her a saint. 
The country which she served still 
holds her name In reverence, and In 
times of stress and strain the spirit ot 
Jeanne, the Maid of Orleans, lives In 
the people ot France, 

A. B, Hawthorn followed with an 
exceedingly Interesting paper ot tho 
"Frencli Acquisition of Alsace-Lor 
ralne." This territory, he pointed out 
has always »jeen u bone of contention 
between Frt.nce and Germany. From 
the time of Charlemagne till to-day 
the countiy has frc(|uently changed 
hands. Tl.e most important point In 
the histoiy of the provinces centres 
round tlie Thirty Years' War. Its 
outcome, as shown by the peace of 
Westphalia in 1648, was to secure the 
country for France for over two hun- 
dred years. 

The speaker drew attention to the 
situation created by the Thirty Tears' 
War. After the death of Augustus 
Adolphus, the conflict lost Its rellg 
lous aspect, and assunied a political 
character. Richelieu, the great 
statesman ot France, determined to 
seise Alsace-Lorratrie, then a part of 
Germany, because it formed the line 
of communication between Spain and 
the Netherlands. To effect his pur 
pose the Cardinal made an alliance 
with the Swedes, and with their hel 
conquered the desired territory, Th 
Treaty of Westphalia In 1848 ceded 
the entire country, with the exception 
of the city of Ktrassbourg, which was 
united to I'rance in 1679. 

In conelusiiin the speaker laid em 
phaslH on the fact that the subject 
was of particular Interest ut this time, 
when the ultimate fnte of Alaace-Lof- 
lalne Is being decided. 

During the general illscussion which 
followed till! reading of the papers, Dr. 
Colby read part ot the "Process Ver- 
bal" ot the trial of Jeanne d'Arc. Sev- 
eral passages quoted showed that In 
matter of intelligence and readiness 
of response, the Maid of Orleans was 
exceptional. 

Refreshments and musfc brought a 
very pleasant evening to nn end.
